Keeping up with the newest ma|terial- in United States histSFy is a 
large task for an^ni involved, in mater iallseie^jtion, ' To facilitate tfie 
process, this selective bibliography of United States history materials 
for -grades 7-12 has been prepared. The j)ibliography ' focuses primarily 
on .recent material ,. puialished From 1975 to 1^77, but some older "cla|sics 
in American history are also listed. ' a 

This bibliography is one of five prepared by ERIC/ChESS to ptoVide 
information on new materials and trends in Secondary social science edu- 
■ cation; the other bibliogratshies concern ^^hropo logy and world history, 
J)ehavioral sciences, economics., and pojlitical science. Each bibliography 
lists materials in .the following categjjrifes: ' Basal Curriculum Materials,- 
^ Supplementary- Student "Materials, including . Print Materials, Audiovisual/ 
Media Materiails, and Games and Simulayions; Teacher Resource Materials; 
ERIC Documents; and Organizations and Associations'. All of the materials 
1^ each category were selected with consideration to quality, ' degree of - 
.usefulness, publication date (1975 or newer), and availability. ^ 
Each citation contains information relevcinf to the product. The 
complete title, author (s), and fftiblisher's address are -given tor' each 
citation.. In most cases, the grade level listed reflects the pjablisher "s 
or developer's' as^es'sment. Grade levels in parent^ieses indicate levfels 
which .the bibliography's compiler also considers apprc^riate.' 

'On each of^the print materials^ included, we -have conducted a Fry 
Readability test . (Edward Fry. Rea&g ' Instruction fo± Classroom and - 
linic: McGrai*-;iilL Book Comparfy, '?^72 , p. 2.32). The Fry has been 
substantiated by; itesearch , takes little time 4x» administer, and correlates 
at an 80 percent Vate with Other readiftg sdales. The reader should b^ 
cautioned, however, tjiat it is an avej:age "of - three different reading 
passages taken from a text; a book which. has passages testing out at the 



third-, dixth', and .nlnty-grade levels., will average sixth-grade reading 

level. But the passages at fehird-grade level may be too easy, while those 

at ^rad^'pine will be difficult. -Although such ranges in reading levejs 

are. not! found in every ,text,/ they ' are not uncommon. If a text contains
